Ex-OrovinxoR EDMUND J. Dma, of 


Texas, who died on Wednesday, was 
a good representative of tho native 
Southerners who, in 1800, could not 
be persuaded or driven to desert tho 
cause, of the Union. Ho was born 
in Florida in 1S29, but wont in early 
life to Texas, where lie became thor- 
oughly identified with tho interests 
of tho now state. When the war 
broke out he was on the bench, but 
he refused to take the oath of the 
Confederate States, made hia way 
through tho Confederate lines to 
New Orleans, where, in 1802, he or- 
ganized the First Regiment of Texas 
Cavalry, and went through the war 
in the Union service. He was Pres- 
ident of the Constitutional or Ke- 
conatruction Convention of Texas in 
1868, and in 1869 was elected Gov- 
ernor of the state on the Republican 
ticket 
Hia administration found 


favor even with the old disunionists, 
and it put Texas again on the road 
to prosperity. His record as Gover- 
nor made him the leader of the Con- 
servative Republicans in Texas, and 
in 1880 the Texas delegation united 
in recommendation to the .National 
Republican Convention that be be 
made the candidate for Vice Presi- 
dent 


General Davis was an even-tem- 


pered man of strong character and 
settled convictions, and now that he 
is gone Texas may not be unwilling 
to acknowledge how ranch she owes 
to his level-headed moderation, and 
his unswerving loyalty to a coarse 
which Texas never ought to have de- 
serted. Governor Davis was of the 
class of native Southern Unionists 
who exerted great influence daring 
the period of reconstruction, and 
^whose work was not fully apprecia- 
ted because the people had no fair 
understanding of the difficulties in 
ihe way of such men. 


How to Heat the Cellar. 


Jflrroi and Farmer 


Noticing the radiation of beat 


From a common kerosene lamp, it oc- 
curred to me that one or more placed 
upon a cellar bottom might serve to 
raise and maintain the temperature 
abova the freezing point Repeated 
trialti have proved perfectly success- 
ful. 
One cellar in which 'the tem- 


perature has often fallen to 27 de 


has been kept from freezing 


by tl.e use of one or sometimes two 
lamps for a few hours at a time on 
the coldest days, the temperature 
having been raised to 35 degrees in 
a short time, with little trouble or 
expense. There has been no danger 
from fire, as it has not been found 
necessary to keep the lamps burning 
during the night. In this way, by 
the use of not more than one gallon 
of oil, I have been able to preserve 
fruit and vegetables in a cellar that 
in yoars past has been useless as a 
storehouse except iu mild weather. 
As fruit keeps best with me in a dry, 
cool cellar, this method has proved 
very convenient for maintaining just 
the 
f emperatnre desired. 


The Free-Trade Lobby.

opinion they will win the fight beyond a 
question before very long, it ia ouly a : 
question of time. Yes, unquestionably 
tney have the advantage m every #ny. 
Just look at that," and Mr. Crossleynu- 
rolled a handsome mocpiettc.- ""iDjd.you 
ever see a body Brussels that oould eqaal 
that, in everything that goos to make tip 
a desirable carpel? There ia color beyond 
the possibilities of any uncut f-ibnc; there 
is the luxury ot a sofr, jioldiug carpet 
under the feet; there is beauty, durability 
cheapness. What more oan yon have'in a 
carpet?" 
"But," said tha reporter, "oan they 


be easily kept clean? I have Been it stat- 
ed that they are very d.fflcult to sweep." 
' Not half so difficult aa a body Brus- 


sels," was the reply. "Take this broom 
and see for yourself. See how eaaily it 
slips over the carpet? I will tell you the 
reason. In a moquette the nap is long, 
and lies in one direction, BO that one liber 
lies partly over another, like shingles on 
a roof. Now, all the dual that falls upon 
that carpet will remain on the surface, 
and the broom takes it oil' at once with- 
out ruffling up the nap—consequently 
there is no friction or resistance to the 
aroom, and the onrpet sweeps eareily. 
But with a body Brussels it is different. 
There the dust gets down between the 
piles, and yon have got to get the broom- 
corn down there to get it out. _ This 
raises a great friction and makes it hard 
to sweep ; besides part of the (lust will re- 
main down there under the pile nnd you 
can't get it out. With a moquette thore 
JB no such trouble." 
' You spoke of the durability of IEO- 


quettes a moment ago. Is there not a 
general impression among retailers and 
consumers that they will not wear well? " 
" There is, but it is a false impression. 


Yon see, the wear comes largely on the 
ends of the fibers, and it will take a good 
while to wear them down to the body of 
the carpet. Iu any uncut fabric, however, 
the wear comes on the aide of the thread, 
where it is folded over, and the moment 
that ia worn through, the carpet begins to 
look shabby. This advantage possessed 
by the moquettes is held too still greater 
degree by the velvets, for in velvets the 
fibers are shorter nnd stand perfectly up- 
right, so that the wenr comes entirely on 
tho ends." 
" Will not the the threads pull out in 


sweeping.? They ore only loosely fast- 
ened, in the middle, aud at both ends." 
" No, they cannot pull out in sweeping. 
Just take the broom again nnd sweep 
that onrpet as violently as you please. If 
you oan sweep out n single thread I will 
make yon a present o£ the roll.'' 
"I have swept that piece repeatedly, 


till I was tired," continued Mr. 0., when 
the reporter's most vigorous efforts with 
the broom had failed to detach any of the 
wool, "and 1 never got a thread out of it. 
Of course you can pull them out with 
your fingers, with an upward motion, but 
tliat isn't the way the wear comes ; and 
no legitimate use will ever disturb them. 
Speaking ot the durability of moquettes, 
my brother has watched their wearing 
qualities carefully for years, nnd he tolls 
me that lie can conscientiously recom- 
mend them in tiiat rospuot, in preference 
to body Brussels. The Abbotsforcl Ho- 
tel in New York, which 19 owned by a 
member of my family, had its mam halls 
and corridors, where hundreds of people 
ore passing every day, covered with hand- 
some moquotte carpets more than five 
.years ago, aud to-day they still retain 
their brilliant color and are ic good con- 
dition. I don't know what better test 
they could be put to. You Bee, in a 
Brussels carpet, four-fifths of the wool is 
on the back of the carpet, against the 
iloor, where it never gets any wear. The 
other one-fifth has to do all the woik, and 
when it is worn out the carpet is gone, 
though the four-fiftlis may be as good as 
new. 
In moquettes the wool is OH the 


surface, where the wear and beauty are, 
and not on the back, food for moths." 


"Are there any other advantages to mo- 


qnettesand velvets besides what you have 
mentioned?" 
„ 
"Yes, they Uave one very important ad- 


vantage that I have not spoken of. They 
are cheap. And that, you will iind, if jou 
lire posted in the carpet business, ia a very 
important advantage indeed. You know, 
more than half of a moquotte carpet, that 
part which lies against the floor, which is 
never seen, and wliicii bears but n very 
small part of tho wear, is mado of hemp 
or cottou, which iu many respects is pref- 
erable to wool for a groundwork. The 
cheapness of these materials enables the 
manufacturer to put more and better 
wool on the surface, where tha wear 
comes, mind you, at a cost which, if the 
carpets are retailed at the same price ob- 
tained for body Brussels, will leave a 
much larger margin of profit, both to job- 
ber and retailer. Moquettps can be re- 
tailed much lower than body Brussels if 
necessary, but I should be at a loss to 
know why nny one should not choose mo- 
quettes at the same pi ice, after their mer- 
its are once understood and appreciated 
by the public. Improvements have lately 
been made in tho selvage, so as to render 
sewing easy nnd perfect. 


"Yes, sir; you can pat down nioquettes 


and velvets as the carpets of the future. 
Tho distrust in which they are hold in 
some quarters by those who do not know 
their merits H the result of a systematic 
sneering by parties who are interested in 
the manufacture of Roods which these 
carpets are destined to supersede. But 
truth is mighty nnd will prevail.'

FEARFUL LOSS OF LIFE. 


THE TARIFF QUESTION IN THE 


ILLINOIS LEGISLATURE. 


TATLOKVUXE, ILL., Feb. U.—A 


most fatal boiler explosion occurred 
at Peter Nen's tile factory, in the 
southeast part of this city, at 7 
o'clock this morning. The came of 
the explosion is generally believed to 
be that the boiler had littla or no 
water at all in it, and that when the 
engineer, John Jones, fired up this 
morning he neglected to have plenty 
of water in the boiler till the explo 
sion occurred. The explosion waa 
distinctly felt for a mil* away and 
shook houses in all parts of town. 
John Jones waa not a practical engi- 
neer and seems to have had little 
care as to whether the boiler had 
water in it or not, probably not real- 
izing what might happen if there 
was no water in the boiler when it 
became very hot. 


The men were coming in to go to 


work, and naturally cams around tha 
engine and boiler to know when 
everything would be ready to begin. 
This accounts for so many being 
killed, as there were but eight men 
on the ground at the time of tho 
accident 
The following persons 


were killed : 


Peter Neu, the proprietor of the 


tile factory. Hie was a small, heavy 
Bet man, about 40 years old. He 
had his skull fractured and both legs 
broken, and died instantly. 
He 


leaves a wife and three children in 
moderate circumstances. 


John Jonea, the engineer, a tall 


young man about 26 years old : skull 
broken and bowels torn out 
He 


died instantly, and leaves a wife. 


Samuel Lanan, a medium-sized 


man, 
about 30 years old, was torn to 


pieces and died at once. He leaves 
a wife. 


William Drishel, about 55 years 


old, head mashed on top and brains 
blown out. He leaves a wife and 
children. 


John McCollins, about 24 years 


old, lately married, out in the head 
and bowls torn out He lived about 
an hour. 


Tandy Vandeever, about 40 years 


old, right leg broken and flesh torn 
badly, right arm cut nearly off at the 
wrist. He lived about 2 hours aftar 
the accident. He leaves a wife and 
children. 


Henry ^ Neu, a nephew of Peter 


Nue, was bruised on the head and 
hurt in the stomach, but will proba- 
bly recover. He is about 20 years 
old. 


The inquest waa hold at the court honaa 


at 2 o'clock this afternoon, and the fune- 
ral of the six dead bodies will probably 
be held at 1 o'clock to-morrow Afternoon. 


Of course, there ia no explanation for 


the disaster farther than that here stated. 
The surrounding premises are badly 
shattered, and there is sad grief in geve- 
eral households. 


The only person cot hurt waa Joun 


Murray. The other person that escaped 
was Henry Neu, a nephew of P«ter Neu, 
and a eon of Christ Neu,« well-to-do far- 
mer, living about six miles west of this 
place. He waa at first thought to be fa- 
tally injured, but appears to be aome bet- 
ter to-night, and being young, about 21 
years old, and strong and healthy, there 
are some hopes of his recovery. 


The bodies of the dead were all badly 


mangled, those of Jones and Lingdam be- 
ing the worst. The latter could not be 
dressed, but was gathered op and folded 
in a sheet and placed in hia oefnn. The 
funerals will take place to-morrow at one 
o'clock, when the business houses will be 
closed and the city put in mourning. 
The coroner impaneled a jury, who re- 
turned a verdict according to the faote 
above given, and finding the cauie to be 
scarcity of water in the boiler, causing 
the lines to become very hot, and when 
the cold water was ran in it caused the 
explosion. The game old, old story, but 
there are conflicting reporte, some claim- 
ing that the boiler waa old and detective 
and could not withstand the pressure 
necessary. Peter Neu will be buried by 
the Odd Fellows, be being B prominent 
member of that order.

RAILROADS. 


An Ordinance in Relation to Rail- 
roads. 


BCCTION 1. He it ordained hy the Citii Council 


of the city of Decatur, That it shall bo unlawlul 
for any railroad t ompany or corporation, con- 
ductor, engineer, agent or other employe of 
any such railroad company or corporation or 
other pi-rson managing or controlling any 
locomotive engine, car or train upon any rail- 
road track within the corporate limits of said 
city of Decatur, to drive, propel or lun any 
passenger train within tbo limits of said city at 
n greater rate of speed than ten miles por 
hour, or to drive, propel or run within eaid 
limits any locomotive engine, car or train, 
other than a passen/fer train, at a greater rate 
of speed than six miles per hour, or in uny 
manner to obstmottbe travel or passage along 
ftny fildmrelk or street of said city by pJuclngr or 
leaving upon, along or aeioss any such side- 
walk or street any truck, locomotive engiue,car 
or train of cars, or auy material or thiuir what- 
soever for ft longer period than t n minutes at 
any ono time, aud immediately thereafter for 
the full period of ton minutes, such sidowulk 
or street shall not be again obstructed. Any 
company, corporation or person violating any 
of tho provisions of this section shall bo sub- 
ject to a penalty of not less than flvo dollars 
nor more than two hundred dollars lor each 
and every offenso. 
tincriON 2 That any lallroud company or 
corpoiatlon, which does now or hereatter may 
operate any railroad within or through the 
corporate limits of said city ot Decatur, shall 
construct and maintain safe, commodious and 
convenient crossings across the track of suuli 
railroad where the same Intoreecta any street, 
lane or avenue of said city the full width of 
such street, lane or avenue, and shall also 
make and maintain sufficient and proper con- 
dultB, culverts and gutte s to cariy off all 
water under or along sueh railroad •ack. The 
City Superintendent of Streets shniL from 
time to time, notify in writing dictation 
agent or other oQleeror agent of any rullroad 
company atoresaid, within what time and in 
what manner said city will require tho con- 
struction or ropnlr of tho crossings, conduits, 
culverts and gutters atoresaid; and upon fail- 
ure of such railroad company to constructor 
repair such crossing B, conduits, culverts and 
putters aforesaid pursuant to tbo notice afore- 
said, such railroad company shall forfeit to 
said city one hundred dollars; and upon the 
persistent refusal of such railroad company 
to comply with tho notice aforesaid tor a period 
of thirty days alter judgment ior the ilrsi ana 
each successive forfeiture, sueh railroad com- 
pany shall forfeit to said cit> a liko bum of one 
hundred dollars. 


SECTIO 3. Any person having the manage- 
montof any railroad locomotive, who shali iun 
ororiv-ethe same within the corporate limits 
of said city without having placed on the top 
of the chimney thereof a bonnet or spaik ar- 
rester sufticient to prevent all accidents by lire 
from the sparks of sueh locomotive, or who 
shall fall to constantly ring the bell of such 
locomotive while the snme is in motion, or 
who shall start such locomotive without thst 
sounding tho \vhlatle or ilnR-ins the bell of 
such locomotive, or who shall bloiv off steam 
or unnecessarily blow the whistle of such loco- 
motive when such locomotive is not in motion 
at n place and In a manner calculated to Irijjht- 
en teams passing along or standing on the 
public streets or alleys of said city, shall be 
subject to a fine lor each nndeveiy ollense 
mentioned In this section of not Ie5s than ten 
dollars nor more than one hundred dollars. 


SECTION 4. Every loeomothe engine, rail- 
road car or train of cars running In the night 
time on any railroad tiack within tho limits ot 
said city shall have and keep while so running 
a brilliant and conspicuous light on the lor- 
ward end, and while backing a brilliant and 
conspicuous light on tho rear end or Ruch 
locomotive engine, oar or train of cais. Any 
railroad company, their agents or employee 
faillngto observe the provisions of this section 
shall oe liable, Jointly and severally, to a line 
of not less than ten doi;ai<, nor more than I wo 
hundred dollars. 


SECTION T, Whenever tho oily council ol 
said city shall determine that it Is necea- 
snry to have a tlagman ut tho dossing of any 
of Its alrccts over any railroad 
ruiiniriK 
through or into the limns of said city, ir "hall 
ho the duty of the City Slarshal of Bind city to 
at once notify tho agent oE the company or 
corporation owning, using or operaiIng such 
railroad that a flagman Is necessnry at such 
crossing, and it shall then be the duty of such 
railroad company, wilhin ten da> s thereafter, 
to place and retain R Uagman at such crossing 
who shall perform the duties usually perform- 
ed or required of flagmen; and such Uaormuu 
is hereby empowered to stop any and nil pei1- 
sons from crossing such raiuoad truck when- 
ever In his opinion there is danger Irom any 
approaching train, car or locombthe en/Inc. 
And any railroad company refusing or neg- 
lecting to places flagmen as required by this 
seoiion, shall forfeit and pny to said city one 
hundred dollars per day for every day it shall 
neglect or refuse to do so; and it is hereby 
mode tbe duty ot the city attorney to promptly 
commence and prosecute suit for tbe reeo\ erj 
of such penalty in the name of said city inain 
court of competent jurisdiction; l^oufrtcrf, 
when any railroad company is required to 
keep a flagman at any such crossing, it shall 
have tbe right to erect and m^intiiin In such 
street, but not so as to obstruct or hinder trav- 
el thereon, a suitable hoiw foi thi- ilipltei 
of such llagman.
